they are only second in importance 
to buildings and fences. Trees can 
be planted to form a_ windbreak 
that reduces the effect of the winds 
on both the people and the animals 
at the farm, and enables a_ better 
garden to ‘be raised with a greater 
variety ol products. 

Nearly everyone believes that 
trees add a value to the farm where 
they are planted and gared for, 
greatly exceeding the actual cost of 
raising the trees; just as everybody 
beleives that it pays to have the 
farm premises clean and in order, 
and not strewn with cans and brok- 
en down machinery. More and 
more farmers are awakening to the 
satisfaction and pride there is to be 
found in a veat and attractive farm- 
stead with a yard around the house, 
where grass is growing and trees 
are grouped and everythtng is kept 
up in good order. It is not neces- 
sary to wait for the new fine house 
and big red barn betore planting 
trees, and putting the premises in 
order. We have all seen the rough 
cottage or shanty so banked with 
trees and shrubbery that it had the 
cosy attractive appearance, that 
makes the home worth while, be it 
ever so humble. 

The kinds of trees that have 
proved themselves to be adapted to 
our conditions include a sufficient 
variety and may be enumerated as 
tollows:—For a quick growing up- 
standing tree, choose Russian Pop- 
lar, Laurel Leated Willow and 
native Cottonwood. For more val 
uable hardwood trees use Green 
Ash and Manitoba Maple; these 
trees are slow growing and the 
Manitoba Maple sometimes kills 
back but has been hardy so tar 
with us where planted in groves. 

The native Evergreens, Spruce 
and Pine do well when once started 
and Scotch Pine, White Spruce 
and Tamerack from the Nurseries 
are also good but all these are rath- 
er slow growing. For hedges or 
thick wind-breaks the Caragana is 
unsurpassed, as it is a beautiful 
plant and does not winterkill. The 
Golden Willow makes 9 very strik 
ing addition to the tree belt and 
should be planted although it will 
sometimes kill back, but if cut off 
and receiving moisture, will grow 
five or six feet high again the first 
year, making a very dense wind- 
break’ The sharp leaf Willow is 
stated by A, Mitchell to be the 
hardiest of the Willows, but has 
not been planted by us, 

There are a number of 
shrubs that if judiciously 
have considerable Value and 


native

work into a scheme of decorative 
planting to great advantage 
among such shrubs are the wolf 


willow, wild gooseberry, Saskatoon 
berry, Buffalo berry, native willow, 
choke cherry, currants 
berries, and last, but not least, the 
wild prairie rose. All these plants 
can be found along the river and 
in various places, and do wel 
under cultivation, 

The ot a tree planting 
program depends to a considerable 
extent on working, out a well ar- 
ranged plan so that the trees will 
later be in the right place and 
serve the purpose intended, For a 
general wind-break a strip contain- 
ing at least eight or ten rows of 
trees should be put on the north 
and east. Usually it will take a 
year or so to complete the planting 
but should be lett for the 
purpose, and a complete plar 
worked out. My idea is to have

the trees eight or ten feet apart 
each way, and the trees staggered 
in the raws. This seems rather 
wide apart at first but we have 


always made the mistake of planting 
too closely. 

It might be a good plan to plant 
Ash and Maple alternately, with the 
more rapid growing Poplar’ and 
Willow or Cottonwood, 

The wind-break should be planted 
tar enough from houses, roads, etc., 
so that they will not cause a snow 
drift just where it is not wanted 
Atter the general wind-break is 
laid out, then it is well to bank 
other trees and shrubs in groups 
filling up odd corners, and remem- 


bering that trees banked behind a 
house or building generally look 
better than in front, and that 

bunches of trees look 


Rroups or 
better than to have them all planted 


in straight lines. The pigs and 
chickens especiaily enjoy the pro- 
tection of trees inside their enclos- 
ure, and will do much better if 
this is provided for them. The 
home pasture should also have a 


patch of trees for protection of the 
cattle 
wind: 
should be kept fenced off for a few 
years until they are large enough 
to stand the stock,
